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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .114 was filed in tliis 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on May 19, 2009 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In Figure 4, the lead line for numeral 66 appears to be inaccurate since it 
appears to indicate the top surface of feature 12 rather than the bottom surface of 
feature 56. 

Figure 10 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

Further, due to the various formats and conditions of the drawings of record, a 
complete set of replacement drawings is required. 
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Corrected drawing slieets in compliance witli 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1 6 and 25-29 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 16, line 14, the recitation "that are formed" is confusing and it is 

suggested to delete it. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112, 1^* paragraph 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tlie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 14, 15 and 19-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The original disclosure does not provide support for the recitation "forming a 
portion of each of said plurality of apertures with a slit" as set forth in claim 1 4. Rather, 
support is provided for the aperture being a slit. 

Further, the original disclosure does not provide support for the recitation 
"wherein said plurality of aperture have at least two different diameters through said 
domed portion" as set forth in claim 14. Rather, support is provided for the depressions 
having such a configuration, wherein the depressions are not part of the apertures, and 
thus it is suggested in line 10 to change "have" to -each extends from a depression, 
each depression having--. 

Similarly, the original disclosure does not provide support for each aperture 
having a hemispherical shape as set forth in claim 15, and it is suggested in line 2 to 
change "a portion of each of the plurality of apertures" to -each of said depressions--. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 16, 25 and 26 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claims Not Rejected Over Prior Art 

7. Claims 14, 15, 19 and 20 are considered to read over the prior art of record 
because the prior art or record does not teach or suggest the claimed combination 
including the limitations described above under for rejections under 35 USC 112, 1 st 
paragraph. However, these claims cannot be considered to be "allowable" at this time 
due to the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1®' paragraph set forth in this Office action. 
Therefore, upon the claims being rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 set forth in this Office action, further consideration of these claims 
with respect to the prior art will be necessary.
